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open, and the sensor detects the temperature of 
airflow. The louver gradually increases the open 
rate first after the temperature exceeds a 
predetermined value. When the open rate comes to 
maximum and the temperature still rises, then the 
fan gradually raises the rotational speed. On the 
contrary, when the temperature drops, the fan 
first reduces the rotational speed, then the open

rate is gradually shrunk. When turning off, the 
louver is closed. Therefore, by means of 
adjusting the open rate of the louver, the 
airflow resistance is reduced to raise the 
cooling efficiency, and the noise of the fan can 
be diminished. 
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
